In Spy Case 


LONDON (UPI)—Britain’s biggest spy case since 
Klaus Fuchs passed atom secrets to Russia opens Mon- 
day with the trial of five persons, including two Amer- 


icans, on charges stealing 
Western naval secrets and radio- 
ing them to the Soviet Union. 


Defendants in the trial in his- 
toric Old Bailey are businessman 
Gordon A. Lonsdale, 37, Admiral- 
ty clerks Ethel E. Gee, 46 and 


Henry F. Houghton, 55, bookseller | | 


Peter Kroger, 50, and his wife 
Helen, 47. 


Mystery man Lonsdale is ac- 
cused of masterminding the es- 
pionage operation that is accused 
of giving the Russians such secrets 
as details of Britain’s nuclear-pow- 
ered submarine Dreadnaught. The 
prosecutor said in a pre-trial hear- 
ing that Lonsdale ‘seems to be 
a Russian,” who posed as a Cana- 
dian businessman. 


IDENTIFIED BY U.S. 


The Krogers claimed to be Cana- 
dians. But the FBI said in Wash- 
ington last month they were U. 
S. citizens Whose real names were 
Morris and Lola Cohen and they 
had been under suspicion of es- 
pionage before they vanished from 
the United States. 


The prosecution charges Lons- 
dale hired Miss Gee and Houghton 
to steal the secrets from the hush- 
hush Portland Naval Research 
Base and the Krogers then relayed 
the information to Russia by radio 
and tiny microdot photos. 


Britain massed its finest legal 
talent for the trial billed as the 
nation’s most important spy case 
since Fuchs was convicted in 1951 
in the same courthouse of giving 
atomic bomb secrets to the Rus- 
sians. 

LORD PARKER PRESIDES 


Lord Parker, England’s lord 
chief justice, took the rare step 
of assigning himself to preside at 
the trial. Sir Reginald Manning- 
ham-Buller, the attorney general 
and a cousin of Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan, heads_ the 
prosecution. 


Court officials rationed out 30 of 
the courtroom’s 90 seats among 
the hundreds of newsmen who 
have come to cover the trial from 
both sides of the Iron Curtain. 
Court officials said the general 
public may be barred from the 
trial to make room for ‘‘privileged 
visitors.”’

MANY AGENTS TESTIFY

John Sherman Cooper, 
R-Ky., said any fight over paro- 
chial schools or integration would 
prove a hindrance to the bill. 
He thought loans to church schools 
were unconstitutional but said the 
line never had been clearly drawn 
by the Supreme Court. 


4. Sen. Strom Thurmond, 
D-S.C., echoing the view of many 
Southerners, opposed any federal 
aid to education. He said there 
= no constitutional authority 
or it. 


Democratic congressional lead- 
ers hoped to sidestep a parochial 
school fight over the education 
bill by offering separate legisla- 
tion to provide loans for such 
schools.

New Talks 
Planned to 
Save Laos 


VIENTIANE, Laos (AP)—New 
talks aimed at reconciling the 
anti-Communist government in 
Vientiane with neutralist Prince 
Souvanna Phouma were an- 
nounced Sunday following a ma- 
jor government defeat by pro- 
Communist troops on Laos’ main 
north-south highway. 


Information Minister Bouavan 
Norasing said a government del- 
egation will leave Tuesday for 
Phnom Penh, capital of neighbor- 
ing Cambodia, where Souvanna 
exiled himself last December aft- 
er the fall of his neutralist re- 
gime. Premier Prince Boun Oum, 
who succeeded Souvanna as head 
of a right-wing regime, is due 
here Monday to prepare for the 
new round of talks. 


AS LEGAL PREMIER 


The rebels, backed by Soviet 
arms, still recognize Souvanna as 
the legal premier of Laos. But 
the urbane, pipe-smoking prince 
is reported concerned that the 
growing military strength of his 
supporters may throw the power 
situation in Laos so out of bal- 
ance that his goal of bringing 
peace by reconciling all factions 
in a coalition government would 
become impossible. 


Bouavan did not say whether 
Gen. Phoumi Nosavan, military 
strong man of the Vientiane gov- 
ernment, would go o Phnom 
Penh again. On Thursday, Phou. 
mi met with Souvanna and, after 
weeks of failing to defeat the reb- 
els on the field of battle, said he 
would join the neutralist prince 
in a coalition government if one 
is organized. 


BACKED BY KENNEDY 


Souvanna, for his part, agreed 
to Vientiane’s proposal to invite 
neutral observers into Laos. The 
neutrals would help keep foreign 
military aid out of Laos, a pro- 
posal backed by President Ken- 
nedy.

Blesses Drive

LONDON (UPI)—Soviet Pre- 
mier Nikita S. Khrushchev has 
given his blessing to a new and 
concerted Red bloc campaign 
against “‘revisionist’’ Yugoslavia, 
diplomatic reports reaching here 
said Sunday. 


The new attack on Marshal 
Tito, who has been hitting back

The National Science Founda- 
tion announced the record was 
set 18 miles off the coast of 
La Jolla, Calif., by “Project Mo- 
hola’’ researchers using a dia- 
mond-tipped cable drill. 


Willard Bascom, heading an 
oceanographic committee of the 
National Academy of Sciences, 


the drill was dropped 
3,137 feet to the floor of the Pa- 
cific Ocean. 


Bascom said the drill cut 
the earth's mantle for 
10 feet and was hauled up with 


tle samples at 122 feet and 215 
feet, working from the 3,137-foot 
depth.

The murder trial of Joseph A. Peel 
Jr., a drama of drownings at sea, 
racketeering and remorse, unfolds 
into its second week Monday in 
the creaky little courtroom of 
this coastal town.

Lottery King 


The district attorney's office 
here has asked that lottery king- 
pin Horace Ingram’s bid for re- 
lease from federal penitentiary 
be denied without a hearing. 


Responding to Ingram’s peti: 
tion in U.S. District Court for a 
writ of habeas corpus, Assistant 
U.S. Atty. J. Robert Sparks said 
Ingram won't be eligible for con- 
ditional release until May 2, 1964. 


Ingram, serving a six-year sen- 
tence for evading federal wager- 
ing taxes, contends his sentence 
was completed, “less earned good 
time and applicable statutory and 
other good time allowances,” as 
of last Sept. 14. 


SENTENCED IN 1957 


Ingram was sentenced Oct. 28, 
1957 to a five-year term to run 
concurrently with a state sentence 
he was serving. He was sentenced 
to serve another year after that. 
Ingram contends that time he 
spent in state prison should be 
computed as good behavior time. 


Sparks argued that Ingram ap- 
pealed immediately after the sen- 
tence was imposed and elected 
not to begin the sentence. 


The U.S. Supreme Court af- 
firmed Ingram’s conviction in 
1959 and the sentence actually 
began on Nov. 30, 1959, Sparks 
said. Ingram was in state prison 
from June 14, 1957 to April 15, 
1958. 


Sparks said the federal sen- 
tence wasn’t running concurrently 
with the state one because Ingram 
had appealed and had also elected 
not to commence serving the fed- 
eral sentence. 


Sparks said the petition for 
Ingram’s release confused his 
right of conditional release with 
his privilege of parole. Ingram 
will be eligible for parole next 
Nov. 29, Sparks said.

It will be no less than a national 
tragedy if adamant liberals, ultraconser- 
atives and the religious question combine 
to block the Kennedy administration’s 
federal aid to education bills. Yet there is 
grave danger that this very thing will 
happen. 

A movement is growing which might 
serve to pacify groups who insist on aid 
also being extended to parochial, church 
and private schools. This compromise en- 
visions a separate bill extending long- 
term, low-interest loans to such institu- 
tions. If that’s what it takes to rescue the 
whole package, let’s have it. 

But these forces combined could defeat 
the national goal of seeing to it that no 
American youth is denied the opportunity 
of achieving his potential. And today 
there are ever-increasing numbets who 
are being so denied. The fact that more of 
them live in the South is an even more 
compelling reason why Georgia’s and 
the South’s congressional delegations 
should support these bills. 

President Kennedy and Secretary 
Ribicoff have assured us that this is no 
attempt to change the basic ingredients 
of the American concept of education. 
Ribicoff described the Georgia situation 
and that of some other states perfectly the 
other day in these words: 


‘Despite increased efforts, many states 
simply do not have the tax resources to do 
what needs to be done for education... 
And those that are better off are con- 
fronted with a host of pressing demands on 
their resources. 

‘‘While federal tax dollars have doubled 
in the postwar years, state and local govern- 
ments have had to increase their tax reve- 
nues by more than 300 per cent. From 1946 
to 1959, while the federal debt increased by 
9 per cent, state and local debt soared by 
more than 350 per cent. Property taxes, the 
traditional source of revenue for education, 
are in many areas rapidly approaching the 
limits of reasonableness.”’ 


Faced with mushrooming enrollments, 
the problems of most states will continue 
to increase. Unless the partnership in edu- 
cation which has been traditional between 
state, federal and local resources is fur- 
ther extended, many of today’s and to- 
morrow’s youngsters are going to be 
shortchanged. That must not happen.

Let's Not Play Politics 
With Federal Judgeships 


Additional federal judges have been 
needed for several years. President Eisen- 
hower, in fact, recommended establish- 
ment of 40 or more on several occasions. 
He was rebuffed by a Democratic Con- 
gress, even though he assured its mem- 
bers that appointments would be divided 
equally between the two parties. 

This year the Judicial Conference 
recommended that 59 new judgeships be 
established to clear away the backlog of 
cases and to speed court action. But the 
Democratic majority in the Senate has 
passed a bill to add not 59, but 73 new 
judgeships. The House Judiciary Commit- 
tee is considering a bill to add 62 more. 

The whole affair smacks of politics at 
its worst. The Senate maneuver, after its 
cynical rebuff of President Eisenhower, 
deserves the closest examination. The Ju- 
dicial Conference has made a careful 
study and its recommendations should be 
followed. Establishment of unneeded 
judgeships to satisfy patronage demands 
and to entrench Democrats in the courts 
would be a cynical misuse of power.

Kremlin Is Sly 
In Its U.N. Offer 


WASHINGTON—The Soviet Union is being 
slyly consistent in proposing that the members 
of the United Nations should bargain with each 


other over what items shall be knocked off the U.N. ceenda in order 
to avoid embarrassing discussion. The Kremlin offers to drop its 
efforts to get the United Nations to condemn the United States for 


- “aggression” over the U2 and RB47 plane incidents if the United 


States will help ‘‘cleanse the Assembly agenda of questions caused by 


the cold war.” 

That sounds pretty nice— 
“cleanse the agenda’ of cold war 
questions—beware of Khrushchev 
bearing gifts. The reality is that 
the Soviets want to wipe from the 
U.N. agenda—and, if possible, 
from the slate of world conscience 
—the Russian conquest of Hun- 
gary and the Red Chinese con- 
quest of Tibet. 

This is not a new ploy for the 
Kremlin. The Soviet rulers never 
wanted the U.N. to take up 
any international issue except 
with Moscow’s permission. 

This was part of the one-na- 
tion veto system which, at San 
Francisco, the Soviets sought to 
attach to the whole functioning of 
the U.N. All the big powers 
agreed on the right to veto 
the use of U.N. force. But Moscow 
wanted the right to veto any non- 
military, any pacific proposal or 
action the U.N. might take—and 
got it. Moscow also sought the 
right to veto any item which 
would come before the U.N. In 
the end they lost this battle and 
finally conceded the point—this 
was aften Harry Hopkins flew to 
Moscow to plead with Stalin when 
it became clear that the smaller 
countries would never ratify the 


charter if the Kremlin insisted 
upon choking off free debate. 

Having been unable to attach 
the veto to everything, they now 
propose to bargain off the sub- 
jects which the U.N. shall con- 
sider; that is, Moscow will stop 
asking the U.N. to belabor the 
United States if the U.N. will 
please forget about Hungary and 
Tibet. 

It seems to me this is a totally 
improper course which would 
down-grade and subvert the 
United Nations. It is also, in its 
own terms, a rather unequal one. 

Unequal, because the Soviets 
are proposing to give up two items 
on the U.N. agenda which they 
have already lost; that is, their 
unsuccessful effort to get resolu- 
tions calling the U.S. an “‘aggres- 
sor’’ over the plane incidents in 
return for removing Hungary and 
Tibet from the agenda on both of 
which items the U.N. has acted 
to condemn the Communist ag- 
gressions. The Soviet Union has 
refused to respond to the U.N. 
appeals to restore Hungarian inde- 
pendence and_ understandably 
would prefer not to have their re- 
fusal—and their Hungarian co- 
lonialism—talked about.

Call Police If You

From the questions we receive, it appears that many persons are 
confused over what they are required to do in the event of an accident. 


There are three things to re- 
member in making a left turn: 
approach the intersection in the 
proper turn lane, make a signal, 
and then wait for sufficient clear- 


ance in oncoming traffic before 
you go into the turn. 


At intersections where there are 
no traffic controls, the state law 
prevails. That means the car on 
the right has the right of way. 


Incidentally, feet are the oldest 
form of transportation and usually 
the safest. But not on the express- 


way. It’s strictly against the law | 


to walk on the expressways.

Emotions 
Can Cause 
Stuttering 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: I have a 
24-year-old daughter who has 
just started to stutter on words 
that start with ‘wh’ or ‘r.’ 


She has been talking for ¢ 
long time and once said her 
words plainly 


She is the youngest of five 
children and is smarter than the 
others were at her age. What 
could cause this? 


Her dad and grandfather also 
stutter some, but not too badly. 
—Mrs. V. B. S. 


Most serious stuttering begins 
at about the age of 5 or 6, al- 
though it can begin earlier. 


Generally, stuttering is more 
often noticed in a child who is 
upset emotionally, but again I 
must remark that there are other 
causes. 


However, since in this case the 
little girl has talked before with- 
out stuttering, it is now highly 
reasonable to suspect that emo- 
tional or nervous factors are 
causing the problem, and not 
some physical impediment in 
speech. 


The youngest of five children, 
she’s bright and alert. It’s quite 
possible that she is expressing a 
competitive instinct. She may be 
trying to keep up with the big- 
ger kids and under the tension of 
this drive begins to stutter. 


Since her dad and her grand- 
pa have a mild stutter—perhaps 
they, too, are intense people who 
try so hard to do things well they 
develop a_ stutter—there’s a 
fair chance she is imitating them. 


The youngster has done well 
up to now, so I'd suggest you 
remain calm—and help her to be 
that way too. Don’t intensify her 
taut efforts by taking any notice 
of her ‘‘wh-wh-wh” stutter. Don’t 
attempt to get her to control it. 
Just ignore it. Let her relax. 


Keep her happy, loved, active, 
contented and occupied. With 
relaxation and a feeling of com- 
fortable security, she may well 


| calm down for the little additional 
| degree necessary to let the stut- 
‘ter disappear. 


If the trouble gets worse, a 
physical examination will be in 
order, and depending on the re 
sults of that, a speech therapist 
or the counsel of a child guid- 
ance expert might be advisable. 


Might be, I said. Maybe no ac- 
tion on your part will be required. 
It’s entirely possible that un- 
obtrusive effort to keep the little 
girl childishly happy, childishly 
busy and childishly assured of 
herself may be all is that needed.

Most of us have learned 
through bitter experience that 
the many fabrics on the market 
today cannot all be handled in 
the same way. The most 
troublesome, I would say, are 
the wash-and-wear group, and 
wool or cotton jersey. Here are 
some rules to follow that should 
take care of any problems 
you’ve had in the past. 


Wash-and-Wear: This group 
is in three categories: (1) cot- 
tons, wools and rayons chemi- 
cally treated to make them 
quick drying and crease re- 
sistant; (2) 100 per cent syn- 
thetics such as Nyon, Orlon, 
Dacron, Arnel, Acrilan; (3) 
blends such as Dacron-cotton, 
Nylon-cotton, Arnel-cotton. 


Patterns for this group should 
be simple, with as few seams 
as possible. Details such as top 
stitching should be _ avoided. 
Keep this in mind: these fab- 
rics cannot shrink and fullness 
cannot be taken out (on a 
sleeve, for instance) as it can 
on other fabrics. 


Interfacings and linings 
should be of the same type of 
fabric. When sewing on 100 per 
sent cotton, mercerized cotton 
thread is used with a No. 14 
machine needle. On blends with 
a higher percentage of syn- 
thetic yarn or 100 per cent syn- 
thetics, sew with Nylon or 
Dacron thread and use a No. 
11 machine needle. For all 
wash-and-wear fabrics,.a long 
stitch is used, about 10 or 12 
stitches per inch. A _ smaller 
stitch will cause _ puckering. 
Machine tension is also the 
cause of puckering. Set your 
tension much looser than is 
normally necessary. Both top 
and bottom tensions must be 
adjusted. Since these fabrics

sometimes have a slippery sur- 
face, check the pressure of the 
presser foot, and see that it 
isn’t too heavy. 


When pressing be sure to use 
a warm iron. Press as little as 
possible while making your gar- 
ment, because press creases are 
almost impossible to remove. Be 
sure your fit is perfect before 
pressing darts and seams. Avoid 
using seam tapes on hems. In- 
stead, use a turned and stitched 
hem. 


Jersey: If pattern layout re- 
quires that you cut singly, cut 
the tubular fabric open and 


steam press to remove fold. Pin 
the pattern securely to the 
edges to keep fabric from curl- 
ing and stay stitch as soon as 
you cut pattern pieces. When 
stitching seams, use long ma- 
chine stitch (10-12) loose ten- 
sion, silk or mercerized cotton 
thread and No. 11 or No. 14 
needle. When stitching, stretch

fabric slightly so seams will be 
elastic as fabric and to avoid 
splitting after garment is worn. 
Double stitch or tape all seams 
that receive extra strain. Al- 
ways tape waistline seam to 
avoid stretching. Hang garment 
for at least 24 hours before 
marking hemline. Lining the 
complete garment is definitely 
recommended. Lining the skirt 
is a must. Treat lining and gar- 
ment as one. 


Plastic: Use mercerized cot- 
ton thread and No. 14 machine 
needle. Upper tension should be 
light and long stitch is used 
(10-12). When cutting pattern, 
do not pin. Mark with pencil 
and hold seam edges together 
with paper clips. For trans- 
parent plastic film, use tissue 
paper under plastic and stitch 
through both. If film gets sticky, 
sprinkle talcum powder over 
plastic and hands.

to a point-and-a-half lead in the 
fating charts. Edwards held the 
lead for some five years, he 
said. 

Since some observers have 
attributed the great popularity 
of the Huntley-Brinkley combina- 
tion to the bright, sometimes 
sharp humor contributed by 
David Brinkley, I asked Doug 
why he did not inject more 
humor into his daily news 
broadcasts. 


“I'd like nothing better than 
to smile. As a matter of fact I 
have a beautiful smile. I have 
two new front teeth. 


“But our news show is set up 
to have more late news rather 
than too much production. We 
try to emphasize pictorial 
values. 

“The Feeling at CBS-TV is 
that a news program should run 
30 minutes.”’ Asked to expand on 
that comment Edwards said his 
mews program likely will be 
developed into a half-hour pro- 
duction in the fall.

‘Black Sunday’ Horror Film 
Set to Open at Roxy Thursday

The Hollywood horror 
pictures, which used to 
floarish during the thir- 
ties and forties, have 
fallen on evil days lately. 
Things like “I Was a 
Teen-Age Frankenstein,” 
‘The Blob” and garbage 
like that helped a lot to 
achieve this. 

However, a good one comes 


along occasionally, and “Black

With that reservation, “Black 
Sunday” is still pretty engross- 
ing. and as I say, the first 
half of the developments is 
enjoyably spooky. I'll skip the 
plot, except to say it concerns 
some nasty people who were 
burned to death in a sixteenth 
century witch hunt and who 
decide to return several hun- 
dred years later to wreak ven- 
geance on their persecutors’ 
descendants. 


The movie was made in Italy, 
and I never heard of anybody 
concerned, except Barbara 
Steele, who plays the dual role 
of a witch and her cousin ten- 
times removed.

Just in time for St. Patrick's 
Day of the Patrican Year ‘the 
1,500th year since the death of 
Ireland's patron saint), here’s a 
fine record of 10 songs about the 
Ould Sod. 


Performed in Nashville, 
Tenn., under the direction of 
Chet Atkins — who's better 
known for another kind of coun- 
try music—this green-covered 
album still captures the emer- 
ald spirit of that gentle green 
isle of Erin. It’s all wun- 
ashamedly sentimental music, 
designed to moisten the eyes of 
America’s Irish citizens — and 
perhaps to bring a tear, too, to 
the rest of us who are synthetic 
Irishmen for one day a year 
anyway. 


It's music with a lilt to it ‘It's 
the Same Old Shillelagh), and 
music of true love ‘When Irish 
Eyes Are Smiling) and mu- 
sic about everyone’s mother 
‘Mother Machree). There’s the 
feel of wet, green grass in it ‘A 
Little Bit of Heaven) and the 
smell of a peat fire on a win- 
ter’s night ‘Galway Bay). 


The mysterious “Living Voic- 
es’ who do so good a job on 
these melodies are rumored to 
be the Anita Kerr Singers ‘now 
that’s a good Scottish name) re- 
inforced by the Jordanaires 
quartet. It’s our guess, any- 
way, that that’s who they are 
and the disguise enables RCA 
to put these first-rate  per- 
formers on its cut-price Cam- 
den label.—GRG.

Ex-Gildersleeve Waterman 


Climbs Out of Casting Fut 


Willard Waterman has 
a problem concerning Gil- 
dersleeve, the doom- 
voiced water commission- 
er he portrayed for years 
on both radio and tele- 
vision. 

“He was a nice enough guy,” 
Waterman says, “but he keeps 
popping up and causing me 
trouble today.” 

Up till a few weeks ago, the 
trouble always came when Wa- 
terman tried te land a straight 
dramatic role. 

The NBC-TV Network sched- 
uling of The Great Gildersleeve 
ended in 1956, but the show 


try and so complete was Water- 
man’s identification with the 
part that casting agents don’t 
readily see him as anything 
else. 


“‘Impossible,’’ they’d say when 
he tried out for other roles, 
“‘you’re Gildersleeve.” 
CHANGED 

But all that’s changed now, 
at least for the moment. After 
a 10-year famine in the serious 
drama department, Waterman 
recently appeared in the strong 
role of a vengeance-seeking doc- 
tor on an episode of NBC-TV’s 
Wagon Train. 

Getting the job wasn’t easy, 
but Wagon Train preducer How- 
ard Christy took the chance and 
after viewing the rushes, he 
wasn’t sorry. 

Waterman himself wasn’t 
worried about the role. Years 
before he took on Gildersleeve, 
he had.played dramatic roles 
on radio and in motion pictures, 
drawing on experience that runs 
clear back to his college days.

The recent incident in 
which George Burns 
turned down an appear- 
ance on Jackie Gleason’s 
TV show because the 
sponsor wanted him to 
smoke cigarettes in stead 
of cigars, brings to mind 
some of video’s classic ad- 
vertising fears. 


It’s a well known fact that 
few people in the whole world 
run as scared as TV advertising 
agency men. And the Burns- 
Gleason incident proves. the 
point. 

In the case of Burns, he told 
the sponsor to go fly a kite and 
refused to puff a cigarette in- 
stead of a cigar. 

“George Burns smoking a 
cigarette is like Marilyn Mon- 
roe dancing with a girl,’’ he 
quipped. 

It would have been the same 
if a soft drink company asked 
Gleason to switch from his favo- 
rite beverage ‘chock full of 
booze’’ to something less stimu- 
lating. 

However, Burns isn’t the first 
victim of advertisers who feared 
going out of business if even a 
whiff of competition was on 
their shows. 

Another cigarette sponsor 
once killed still pictures of 
their actors because one fellow 


| used a cigarette holder. No need 


for a holder when the sponsor 
was touting filter cigarettes. 

In another show, an actor was 
supposed to walk into a doc- 
tor’s office, look at the nurse 
and ask “Is it all right if I 
smoke here?”’

The writer’s agent tossed the 
line out because it was felt the 
show might some day be selling 
cheese. It wouldn’t look good 
for that guy to be turning down 
the sandwich. 


Probably the most ridiculous 
change in TV’s often silly ad- 
vertising history was made by 
a gas company which didn’t 
want the word “gas” used in a 
story of Hitler’s concentration 
camp prisoners.
